Some years siuco the Prince Imperial 
WHS serioasly ill. Medical men diffor- 
ed upon tiie nature ot bis disoai-e. The 
majorily ot them were of the opinion 
that there was ao inflMnraation of the 
thigh bone at the hip joint. Dr. JNola- 
ton waa sammont-d in consultation. He 
made a diagnoBiu and. deduced .from ii 
that there was an abscess in the thigh, 
ne»r the ;hip joint. Ho was alone in 
bis opi'niOO. H-s arguments la'led to 
conviaoe the other mo^iiclil men. ihe 
decision of the pioper courBo to adopt 
involTed great refponaibility. Were 
there no abscess and merely inflamma- 
tion ef the hip joiat, the knife would 
32(eravaio the iuflammalion and Boper- 
indooeirysipeUs or cariei or gangrene. 
Oq the other band, wore no oporaiion 
made, the same resuUs would be su- 
perindaced by the absorption of the 
Tirua Irom iho abs'jess. Dr. Nelaton 
was positive in bi» opinion ; Iho Em- 
peror said to him : 'Do you aesume all 
the responsibility of ihs operation / 
'Unqaesiionably, sire.' 'Then perform 
the operation." Chloroform was given 
the Imperial Priuco. As ^oon as the 
iQBensibili y was coinpleie, Dr. Nolatcn 
at once set about liis work and b 'gan 
his incision. He was not the man to 
reqnire the apoaltopho Napoleon ad- 
dressed to Dr. DaboiB when ttio delivery 
of Maria Lonise drew near: 'Doctor, be 
OB cool as if your puliout was ibo wile 
ofa tradesman in the Kue St. Donis,' 
Dr Nelaton handled iiis koifo as oulraiy, 
quietly, deliberately as tf ho atoodiio the 
amphitheatre of the Hospital de ia 
Charite, The Emperor, pale, anxious, 
turned with knitted browa to the win^ 
dow and drummed on its panes wub 
hia nervous, roailoss fingers. As Dr. 
NolaiOQ's knife drew near the thigh 
joint one of tiio BurKsone present ex- 
claimed : 'Ah ! you see there Is no 
abdCbsB?' The Emperor turned sud- 
denly around, and involuntoriiy laid his 
band on Dr. Nulatoa's arm, as it to 
entreat him to mangle wanlouly his Bou 
no more. Dr. Nelaion gooily put, aside 
the Emperor's hand, and without loeing 
in the least degree his calmness, said, 
♦I bog pardon, sire, there is an abscess. 
As Ue spoke ho thrust with a sure 
and steady hand bis kuifa deep into the 
thigh, and as ha withdrew u the pus 
flow.ed out ; and the Imperial Prince 
was' ba?o4^^
